The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A 
Declaration under Rule 132 was filed by Dr. Michael Kirkup, Ph.D. It seeks to overcome 
the lack of enablement rejection. The Examiner has contended that one of ordinary skill 
in the art could not without undue experimentation synthesize the instantly claimed 
novel analogs of Warfarin. 

In the Declaration Kirkup stated that he was asked by applicant's assignee to 
prepare these compounds. He states that he was readily able to prepare these 
compounds using a variety of techniques available to him or any other practitioner 
skilled in this art and that the processes used to prepare these specific compounds 
were adapted from conventional synthetic reactions, many of which had been disclosed 
in journal references. 

The Declarant then goes on to cite these references, which have now been made 
of record, and also gives the exact chemical protocol that he and his colleagues used to 
make the compounds. 
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On examination of these references along with US Patent 2,427,578. which Is 
incorporated by reference on p. 2 of the Instant specification, the Examiner has 
withdrawn the lack of enablement rejection. 

This is because the cited references disclose the modification of the standard 
general synthesis first disclosed in said US Patent 2,427,578 in the synthesis of 
different Warfarin analogs. The modification is the selecting of the alpha, beta- 
unsaturated ketone reactant depending on the particular Warfarin analog Intended.
